1. HABIB/HUMMEL 

WH WEDNESDAY ANNOUNCED SERIES DOS CHANGES, INCLUDING 
NOMINATION EA'S HABIB TO SUCCEED SISCO AS UNDER SECRETARY 
FOR POLITICAL AFFAIRS, AND HUMMEL REPLACING HABIB (WSJ, 

WP'S OBERDORFER). SUN ITEM SAYS ASSIGNMENTS ALL EXPECTED 
RECEIVE ROUTINE SENATE CONFIRMATION. NYDN REPORT BY 
JACKMAN HIGHLIGHTS HABIB APPOINTMENT (WITH PHOTO). NOTES 
HABIB "OUTSPOKEN" BROOKLYN NATIVE, SERVED MORE THAN TWO 
YEARS AS CHIEF US REP TO VN PEACE TALKS IN PARIS. 

2. CHINA 

LEE KUAN YEW MET MAO WEDNESDAY, BUT NO DETAILS OF AUDIENCE 
RELEASED. WAS ONLY FIFTH TIME THIS YEAR THAT CHAIRMAN 
HAS RECEIVED FOREIGNER. MEETING UNDERSTOOD HELD IN 
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MAO'S RESIDENCE (REUTER PEKING 5/12). 
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VISITING FRENCH HEALTH MINISTER VEIL RETURNED TO PEKING 
WEDNESDAY AFTER THREE-DAY SHANGHAI STAY, WHERE JOINED 
UNEXPECTEDLY BY COUNTERPART MRS. LIU HSIANG-PING (AFP, WP). 

NYT'S GELB REPORTS THAT ACCORDING JIMMY CARTER AIDES/ADVI- 
SERS, SOVIET EMBASSY OFFICIALS HAVE MADE NUMEROUS 
CONTACTS WITH THEM, EXPRESSING INTEREST IN PRESIDENTIAL 
RACE AND IMPLYING THEY COULD POSSIBLY PURSUE POLICIES

9. INDOCHINA 

WSTAR BELIEVES MAY BE INTERESTING, IF PERHAPS USELESS, 
SPECULATE WHAT MIGHT HAVE HAPPENED IF HHH PUBLICLY 
PURSUED POSITION TOOK IN PRIVATE MEMO TO LBJ FEBRUARY 
1965, AGAINST ESCALATION VN WAR. RECALLS NEXT DAY LBJ 
SCHEDULED "ROLLING THUNDER" AGATNST NVN BEGIN. ALSO 
"EXILED" HHH FROM ADMIN INNER CO'NCILS "FOR MONTHS." 

WILL NEVER KNOW WHETHER COURSE HISTORY MIGHT HAVE 
BEEN CHANGED, BECAUSE HHH DID NOT GO PUBLIC, INSTEAD 
BECAME "VOCAL DEFENDER" OF LBJ POLICY.

10. CHINA

OFFICES, FACTORIES THROUGH CITY, AND IN COMMUNES OUTSIDE. 
BUT CANTON CAMPAIGN APPEARS UNDER TIGHT CCP CONTROL 
WITH POPULAR PARTICIPATION LIMITED TO OFFICIALLY- 
AUTHORIZED EXPRESSIONS SUPPORT. EXCEPT FOR POSTERS 
AND INCREASED POLITICAL STUDY SESSIONS USING OFFICIAL 
PRESS MATERIAL FOR GUIDANCE, BITTER ANTI-RIGHTIST 
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CAMPAIGN SEEMS FAR AWAY. SAYS DURING FIVE-DAY CANTON 
VISIT LAST WEEK, NO POSTERS SEEN THAT TOOK ADVANTAGE 
OF CAMPAIGN TO ATTACK LOCAL OFFICTALS, AS HAS REPORTEDLY

SAYS JAPANESE BEWILDERED BY PRIMARY RITUAL UNDERSTOOD 
BY FEW, SHOW "SURPRISINGLY LITTLE INTEREST" IN
